1. Claims 1-4 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Applicant 
has claimed a microfluidic driving device comprised of the following elements: a 
substrate, a microchannel formed in the substrate, a first Venturi pump connected to the 
microchannel to generate a pumping force in a first direction in the microchannel when 
an airflow is applied to the first pump, a second Venturi pump connected to the 
microchannel to generate a pumping force in a second direction in the microchannel 
when an airflow is applied to the second pump, and an airflow supply connected to said 
first and second Venturi pumps to supply airflows to the pumps both together and 
separately. The Examiner did not find prior art that contains or suggests this 
combination of features. The Examiner considers the previously cited reference 
"Alajoki" to be the closest prior art. Alajoki teaches reversible flow in microchannels due 
to either electroosmotic pumps or pressure displacement pumps, but does not teach 
Venturi pumps.
